claims 9-37 are canceled. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record of Everett teaches using an addressable polarization 
selecting component in the reference arm since the wave plate taught by Everett 
"makes the polarization state adjustable." Thus, Everett teaches the use of addressable 
polarization selecting components in the reference arm. Boer does not remedy the 
shortcomings of Everett. Thus, the combination of Everett and Boer does not teach or 
suggest "where the reference arm is absent polarization adjusting components" as 
recited in independent claims 1, 38, 40-42.
